ber of both Houſes wh are 5et left together, we believe many of them are mil. 
led by the cunningand malice, and frighred by the power of thoſe men whom 
we have-accufed, againft every oneof whom we have evidence of matter of fact, 
that' the knowne Law of the Land determines to be High Treaſon. , 
'And-how that «I Our good SubjeAs may ſee how defirous theſe men and: 
their adherents areto prevent the effuſion of bloud, and the laſting milerics of a 
Givill.Warry, they will make themſelves ſo conſiderable, that except we will res. 
call our Proclamfariensand Declarations whereby particular men named for par- 
ticular Aﬀtions (which the Law hath define1robe Treaſon) are 1o acculed, and 
exhets warned from involving themſelves in therr guilt,and except we willrake 
downe our-Stndard; that our good Subjets may not repaire to us for our de- 
fence, ' when ſo many Armiesare raiſed againſt us inſeverall parts of theking- 


dome, and ”y todeſtroy us,and ſuch of our good Subjetts,who dare continue - 


loyall to us, and except-we will returne to Londow, from whence with violence 
we have beene driver, we mult not be created with, or receive any Anſwer to fo 
gratious a Meflage.
